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foreword 


School  statistics  have  been  remarkable  in 
recent  years  for  two  phenomena:  gallop- 
ing growth  in  both  school  population  and 
school  budgets. 

Now  one  of  these  runaway  horses  — 
population  growth  —  is  coming  under 
control,  but  its  mate  continues  at  a  fast 
canter.  It  will  not  be  long  before  the  total 
expense  budget  for  Maryland  public 
schools  clears  $1  billion  a  year. 

Inflation,  of  course,  accounts  for  part  of 
the  increase.  Teacher  salary  increases, 
themselves  spurred  by  inflation,  account 
for  part.  Greater  sophistication  and 
greater  use  of  specialists  in  education 
also  help  swell  the  total.  The  public  has 
given  important  additional  assignments 
to  the  public  schools,  and  these  too  cost 
money. 

Marylanders,  by  and  large,  have  under- 
stood the  reasons  for  rising  school  budg- 
ets and  have  supported  them.  But  they 
will  continue  to  do  so  only  so  long  as 
they  get  candid  facts  about  school  activi- 
ties. Publications  like  this  one  are  de- 
signed to  help  meet  that  need.
